orders from the Secretary of War at the fol- 
ratcs of wages : First class males, $25 to $50 
per month and rations. One-half is paid cv- 
ry two months, nnd the balance retained un- 
til the end of the year. There are 43 vessels 
which are employing over 2,000 of tho above 
number. 
Tn the Quartermaster and Commis- 


sary departments there are 850 employed at 
$10 per month. In the general hos'pital 
there nee about 100. There are about 1,000 
freedmen at work for the citizens at Little 
Rock, and a largo number at legitimate and 
remunerative employments. The iesees arc 
satisfied with the labor received from the 
freutl people, nnd get along with but a little 
troub'e.
